S.O. 7 f EE): -Whereas for the purpose of fixing Or revising 
rates of wages in respect of Working Journalists and Non- 
Journalist Newspaper Employees, the Central Government 
constituted two Wage Boards under Section 9 and Section 
1JC of the Working Journalists and other Newspaper Emplo¬ 
yees (Conditiohs of Service) and Miscellaneous Provision. 
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Act. 1955 (45 of 1955) by the Notiiicadons of the Goveftinicm 
of India in the Ministry of LuhourNos. SO 527 (E)unJ52Ef 
(E) liolh dated 17ih July, 1935; 

And whereas, the aforesaid Wage Boards submitted their 
i ceoinmendations to the Central Government on tiio 30th 
day of May, 1989; 

And whereas (ho Central Government by its Order 
published in the Gazette of fndja. Ext rnordinary dated 31st 
Aujir.t, 1939 as SO. 684(1.) hucr-alia proposed to nntko cer¬ 
tain modifications in the recommendations of the said Wage 
Boards contained in paragraphs 19(a) and (9(b) of Section 
\ of Part I under Cltaptei IX and paragraphs 12(a) and I2(bf 
of Section V of Part II under Chapter IX of their Report in 
jjution to payments of House Kent Allowance and' City 
Compensatory Allowance appended in the Schedule below; 

And whereas the said recommendations were examined 
and Government deemed it fit to make certain modifications 
in the said recommendations, which in the opinion of the 
Government, would effect important alterations in the 
character of the recommendations; 

\nd whereas in accordance with the provisions of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 12 of the said Act, noijces were issued 
m tlie persons likely to bo affected by the proposed modifi¬ 
cations and whereas rcpicwmaiions received in this behalf 
hate been taken into account; 

X, w, therefore, in exercise of (ho powers conferred by suh- 
sociion (2) of section 12 of the said Act, the Central Govern¬

(For employees of Newspaper Establishments other than 
News Agencies) 

SECTION—V 

Other Allowances ; 

19(a) Houso Rent Allowance.—House Rent Allowance 
as indicated in Table 111 attached hcrewilh will also bo paid by 
Newspaper Establishments mentioned therein to employees 
posted in the respective zones, provided that:—• 

(1) Where an employee is provided residential accommoda¬ 
tion by Newspaper Establishment, no House Rent 
Allowance will be payable. 

(2) If an employee is being paid House Rout Allowance, 
tho same will be adjusted against the amount of House 
Rent Allowance payable under this provision. 

(3) Where a newspaper establishment contributes on behalf 
of an employoo any amount towards a fund to enabio 
the employee to own his residential accommodation, 
such amount shall be adjusted against House Rent 
Allowance payable under this provision. 

(b) City Compensatory Allowance.—City Compensatory 
Allowance as indicated in Table IV attached herewith will 
be paid by Newspaper Establishments mentioned therein 
to employees posted in the respective zones.

his residential accommodation, such amount shall be ad jus¬ 
ted against House Rent Allowance payable under this provi¬ 
sion. 

(b) City Compensatory allowance: 

City Compensatory allowance us shown in Tabic IV 
attached herewith will be paid by the News Agencies indica¬ 
ted therein to the employees posted in the respective zones.
